T h e news from C hina comes down to the 
28th of July, and affords grounds for form- 
ing hopes for an approaehing lerminalion of 
the war there. 
After tbe arrival of the rein« 
lorcement!). ihe expedition the ISth of J u n e 
entered Ihe Yang ize Klang, the most mag 
niñcient river in China, on Ihe banks of 
tvhich the Chinese erected many strung for 
tiiicattons, and grarrisoned ihem with large 
bodies uf '.heir best troops. 
Having pa.<)sed 
ihrtc days in making observations and in ta- 
king soundings, which were 8een aAd permit 
led byihe Chinese, the fleet, at daylight on 
!he IGih, prepared lor action and on the khips 
taking their stations the baiieiics from ll>e 
»bore opened. 


At daylight on the morning of the 16ih, 
the .-quiidron weighed anchor, and proceed« 
ed to take up then respective stations, which 
was scarcely done when the batteries open 
ed, and the cuniionade on bulb .sides was ex 
trnnely heavy and unceasing for about iwo 
hours; that of the Chinese then began tu 
Mlackt n, nnd the *^eainun and mariners were 
land* d at once, uitde the fíte from the >hips, 
und drove the enemy nut ol the batleries be- 
fore the troops could be disembarked and 
f..rtned for advancing. 


2 5 3 guns (!oriy-iwo of them biass) wore 
taken in the batteries, most ofihem of heavy 
calibre, and upwards uf 11 Uet long.

and efficient conMiruction, and it was like«
